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One of the most successful coaches in college volleyball today, Joe Sa- 
gula is entering his 24th season at Carolina and 33rd year overall. The win- 
ningest coach in North Carolina volleyball history, Sagula has been at the 
helm for five of UNC’s ACC crowns and nine of its 14 NCAA appearances. 

The Tar Heels have gone 471-287 since Sagula joined the program in 
1990, a winning percentage over 62 percent. Sagula has achieved this suc- 
cess after coming to Chapel Hill from the University of Pennsylvania, where 
he compiled a 203-123 record in nine seasons, giving him a career mark of 
674-410. 

Carolina has won more ACC titles - 11 - than any other volleyball pro- 
gram. Sagula has the most ACC wins of any coach in history with 240, and 
his five ACC titles rank second among ACC coaches. 

In 2012, Sagula led the Tar Heels to an undefeated 15-0 record at 
home and the school’s 14th NCAA appearance. They posted an overall 
mark of 26-6 for the most wins since 2002. The 2012 squad earned two 
AVCA All-America honorable mentions (Emily McGee, Paige Neuenfeldt), 
in addition to two All-ACC players (McGee, Chaniel Nelson), the ACC Fresh- 
man of the Year (Neuenfeldt), two AVCA All-East Region selections (McGee, 
Neuenfeldt) and the AVCA East Region Freshman of the Year (Neuenfeldt). 

Sagula captured his 600th career win on Aug. 28, 2010, and his 400th 
career victory at Carolina on Sept. 11, 2010, at North Carolina. The Bronx, 
NY., native is the 17th coach in NCAA Division | history to compile 600 ca- 
reer victories. In conjunction with nearly 70 percent of his career victories 
coming at North Carolina, the veteran coach became the first coach in ACC 
history to ever earn 200 league wins Oct. 6, 2010, at Wake Forest. 

Along with the five ACC titles, Sagula has guided the Tar Heels 
to 12 top-three finishes in the league’s regular-season standings, includ- 
ing first-place finishes in 1998, 2000, 2002, 2005 and 2008. In 14 seasons, 
Sagula led the Tar Heels to six appearances in the ACC championship match 
and 10 appearances in the ACC Tournament semifinals. The ACC discontin- 
ued the conference tournament in 2004, the Tar Heels’ last appearance in 
the championship match. 

Sagula has also coached five ACC Players of the Year - Amy Peistrup in 
1992, Erin Berg in 1998, Laura Greene in 2002, Dani Nyenhuis in 2005 and 
Kaylie Gibson (Defensive POY) in 2010, and back-to-back ACC Freshmen 
of the Year in Cameron Van Noy (2011) and Paige Neuenfeldt (2012). 

The 2002 Tar Heels won 30 matches (32-4 overall) for the first time

since 1985 en route to the program’s first appearance in an NCAA Tourna- 
ment regional semifinal. They also took the ACC regular season champion- 
ship with a 15-1 conference record that year. The most successful season 
in the history of the program concluded with Sagula garnering conference 
and regional coach of the year honors. 

During Sagula’s tenure at Penn, the Quakers won Ivy League titles in 
1983, 1986 and 1989. Sagula was also named the Ivy League Coach of the 
Year four consecutive seasons. In addition to his duties with the women’s 
team at Penn, Sagula served as the head men’s coach from 1981-89. His 
record with the men, which competed at both the varsity and club levels, 
was 111-75 (.597). At the December 2002 meetings of the American Vol- 
leyball Coaches Association in New Orleans, Sagula was elected president 
of the AVCA for a two-year term starting in January 2004. 

Sagula chaired the NCAA Division | All-America Committee for four 
years while at Penn and served four years on the AVCA Board of Directors 
as the Awards Chairman. A native of The Bronx, N.Y., Sagula earned his 
bachelor’s degree from the State University of New York, College at New 
Paltz in 1978. While there he earned three letters in volleyball, captaining 
the team his senior year. 

During the summer of 1990, Sagula served as an assistant coach for 
the USA National Women’s Volleyball B Team, which trained in Walnut 
Creek, Calif. Twice he has coached at the United States Olympic Festival - in 
1987 in Chapel Hill as an assistant and in 1989 in Oklahoma City as a head 
coach. In both cases, his teams took home silver medals. 

Sagula married the former Ingrid Weber in May of 2008 and the cou- 
ple lives in Chapel Hill with their four dogs: Oscar, Lucy, Coach and Cate. 


Head coach Joe Sagula named Eve Rackham assistant head coach on July 
15, 2013. The former Carolina standout is entering her fifth season with the 
Tar Heels after joining the coaching staff in May of 2009. A 2003 UNC alum, 
Rackham was a four-year starting setter from 1999-2002, leading the Tar Heels 
to three ACC Tournament Championships and a regular season title in 2002. 

Last year, Rackham helped UNC tally 26 wins, the most since 2002, and 
finished the 2012 season in the top five in the ACC in seven categories, includ- 
ing second in assists (1,537, 13.25/set), which ranked 31st in the nation. In 
2011, the Tar Heels finished third in the nation for both assists per set (13.91) 
and kills per set (14.89). 

Along with developing the dominant Carolina offense, Rackham’s respon- 
sibilities include serving as the recruiting coordinator for the Tar Heels. The 
2012 recruiting class was ranked No. 8 by PrepVolleyball.com, the highest in 
UNC history and the team’s third top-30 class since the rankings started in 
2003. UNC’s 2011 and 2013 classes also gained national recognition and were 
ranked as High Honorable Mention by PrepVolleyball.com. 

A former setter, Rackham has helped to develop a Carolina offense that 
ranked amongst the best in the country in 2010. The Tar Heels ranked 10th in 
the nation in assists per set with 13.52 and 16th in kills per set with 14.37. In 
her second season as assistant, she helped guide UNC to a 25-10 mark. 

Rackham has coached the Tar Heels to numerous conference, regional 
and national awards including: Kaylie Gibson, Emily McGee, Chaniel Nelson, 
and Paige Neuenfeldt as AVCA All-America and all-region; Courtney Johnson, 
AVCA all-region; ACC Defensive Player of the Year Kaylie Gibson and ACC Fresh- 
man of the Year Cameron Van Noy (2011), and AVCA East Region Freshman of 
the Year and ACC Freshman of the Year Paige Neuenfeldt (2012); as well as ACC 
First-Team selections Kaylie Gibson, Courtney Johnson, Emily McGee, Chaniel 
Nelson and Paige Neuenfeldt. 


Tyler Adams is beginning his fourth season as an assistant coach with the 
Tar Heels. Prior to being named assistant for the 2011 campaign, Adams was a 
volunteer assistant during the 2010 season. 

Adams helped lead the Tar Heels to a 26-6 record in 2012, recording the 
most wins since 2002. In addition to his coaching duties at Carolina, Adams has 
worked in several different roles over three years with the USA Women’s Na- 
tional A2 program, which is made up of the top collegiate women’s volleyball 
players in the country with at least one year of remaining eligibility. 

During the summer of 2012, he worked with the team in Columbus, serv- 
ing as a technical assistant once again as he did in 2010. Working with the USA 
Volleyball A2 Blue National team in 2010, Adams helped lead the squad to 
the gold medal at the USA Volleyball Open National Championship in Phoenix, 
Ariz. 

In 2011, Adams worked as an assistant at the USA High Performance 
Championships with the Select Age Division A2 program, and he has also 


During her time as a player, UNC appeared in four NCAA Tournaments, in- 
cluding an appearance in the 2002 NCAA Sweet Sixteen and the highest rank- 
ing ever (No. 11) for Carolina in the AVCA Coaches’ Poll. 

The all-time assists average leader in Carolina history, Rackham earned 
first-team All-ACC and first-team AVCA All-Region in 2002. Rackham was part 
of the winningest class in school history from 1999-2002 as the Tar Heels com- 
piled a 115-22 record, winning 84 percent of their games. The Sebastopol, Ca- 
lif., native graduated from UNC in 2002 with a degree in journalism and mass 
communication. 

She spent the 2004 season at Colgate, where she coached the Patriot 
League Defensive Player of the Year. Rackham returned to the state of the 
North Carolina in 2005, when she started a three-year run at East Carolina, 
which saw seven Pirates named all-conference in that time. In her first year, 
she helped lead the squad to a 20-11 record, only the third 20-win season in 
school history. 

Before returning to UNC, Rackham spent the 2008 season in Miami 
where she was the top assistant and recruiting coordinator. She helped guide 
Florida International to the NCAA Tournament for the first time since 2001 and 
coached the Sun Belt Conference Player of the Year and NCAA kill leader, along 
with two All-America recipients.

Prior to joining Carolina in 2010, Adams served as an assistant coach for 
two years (2008, 2010) at the University of Central Florida. In between his 
coaching stints, Adams played and coached overseas in Germany. He guided 
the Oberliga professional volleyball team FC Schuttorf to a 17-1 record and the 
league championship in 2009. 

A 2008 graduate of UCF, Adams played five years for the Knights’ club vol- 
leyball team. He was honored by the NIRSA as a second team All-American in 
2008. From 2006-08 Adams served as a player coach for the club team, before 
taking over the team as a head coach in 2009.

She also spent a year as an assistant at Midland College, helping to guide 
three all-conference players in 2011, and spent a year at the University of 
Alabama at Birmingham, where her primary duties included film breakdown 
and development of the team’s middle blockers. 

A former standout volleyball player at Georgia Southern, Charles was a 
four-year letterwinner for the Eagles. She finished her career in 2006 as the 
top blocker in Georgia Southern history with 462 total blocks over her four 
years. 

Charles also competed for two outdoor seasons and one indoor season 
as a thrower for the GSU track and field team. She was a member of the 
Eagles’ 2007 Southern Conference Champion outdoor team and won the 
2008 outdoor conference title in the shot put. 

Charles earned a master’s degree in sport administration in 2013 from 
California University of Pennsylvania and graduated from GSU in 2007 with 
a degree in sports management and a minor in business.

Lawrence R. (Bubba) Cunningham is in his 
second full year and third year overall as Caroli- 
na’s director of athletics. One of Cunningham’s 
first accomplishments at UNC was the devel- 
opment of a strategic plan that adopted the 
mission statement — “We Educate and Inspire 
Through Athletics” — and identified Responsi- 
bility, Innovation, Service and Excellence (RISE) 
as the department’s core values. 

Last year, Carolina finished eighth in the NACDA Director’s Cup on 
the strength of national championships in women’s soccer and women’s 
lacrosse. The Tar Heels also had Top 10 finishes in field hockey (second), 
baseball (third), men’s lacrosse (fifth), men’s soccer (fifth) and women’s ten- 
nis (fifth). The women’s tennis team captured the ITA national indoor title 
and six other programs finished in the Top 25. Larry Fedora, one of two UNC 
head coaches hired by Cunningham, led the football team to share of first 
place in the Coastal Division. 

UNC’s women’s program captured the 2013 Capital One Cup, which is 
awarded to the nation’s best Division | athletics program. 

A record 329 Tar Heel student-athletes made the ACC Honor Roll, which re- 
quires a cumulative GPA of at least 3.0. 

Cunningham is in his 11th year as a Division | director of athletics, in- 
cluding six years at Tulsa and three years at Ball State. From 1988-2002, 
Cunningham worked at his alma mater, the University of Notre Dame. 

He earned his bachelor’s and master’s degrees in business administra- 
tion, in 1984 and 1988, respectively, and was a member of the Irish golf 
team in 1982-83. 

Cunningham served on the NCAA Division | Men’s and Women’s Golf 
Committees and is a member of NACDA’s Executive Committee. 

Raised in Naples, Fla., Cunningham and his wife, Tina, have four children: 
Matthew, Michael, John and Sarah.

Carolina Volleyball Season Preview: 


TAR HEELS SET LOFTY GOALS FOR 2013 


Carolina had another successful volleyball season in 2012, 
staying undefeated at home in Carmichael Arena with a 15-0 
mark, finishing third in the Atlantic Coast Conference, and advanc- 
ing to the second round of the NCAA tournament — the Tar Heels’ 
14th NCAA appearance and fourth in the past five years. 

UNC also had two AVCA All-America honorable mentions, two 
AVCA All-East Region nods, and three All-ACC selections- including 
the ACC Freshman of the Year- while also succeeding in the class- 
room as three earned All-ACC Academic honors. 

The Tar Heels were pleased with last year’s success, but they 
quickly turned to the 2013 season, setting loftier goals for the up- 
coming year. Head coach Joe Sagula — entering his 24th year at 
Carolina — raised the bar high for his young team, who will look 
to capture the ACC title, make their 15th NCAA appearance, and 
advance to the NCAA regionals for the first time in school history. 

“We have very high expectations for this coming year in con- 
tinuing the level of play we 
finished with in 2012,” Sa- 
gula said. “We took some 
great strides for the pro- 
gram and established our- 
selves, but now we have 
the pressure to back that 
up again this year. 

With a squad full of 
athletic and dynamic hit- 
ters and middles, the Tar 
Heels have a_ balanced 
team anchored by a pair of 
strong setters and libero. 

“We have the depth, 
skill and talent to put to- 
gether a very successful 
2013 season,” Sagula said. 
“The challenge every year, 
though, is having new players step up to be the leaders on the 
court, and we’re looking forward to seeing who will do that this 
year.” 

Carolina loses four graduated seniors, with the absence of 
two-time AVCA All-America honorable mention Emily McGee 
— only the second Tar Heel to earn multiple All-America honors- 
leaving the biggest gap on the court this season. 

Despite losing two starters, the Tar Heels will have plenty 
of fresh talent with five newcomers and two redshirt freshmen, 
who will all see time on the court this year. Carolina also returns 
four starters, including middle blocker Paige Neuenfeldt - the ACC 
Freshman of the Year, AVCA East Region Freshman of the Year, and 
an AVCA All-America honorable mention, plus libero Ece Taner, 
who recorded 20 plus digs in seven matches while posting 484 on 
the year. 

Carolina will be looking for another big year from Neuenfeldt, 
who started all 32 matches as a rookie and led the team with 135 
blocks in 2012, ranking fourth in the ACC in that category as well 
as eighth with a .330 attack. Her season-high 17 kills against lowa 
State nearly helped the Tar Heels upset NCAA host lowa State in 
the second round of the tournament. 
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“Paige obviously established herself as a key player on our 
team with a successful freshman season and as one of the best 
middles in the ACC, if not nationally,’ Sagula said. “She has be- 
come a go-to player for us on the court, and our opponents will 
certainly be trying to stop her this fall.” 

The Tar Heels will also rely heavily this season on Taner, who 
had an impressive season-high 28 digs twice in 2012 (vs. Long 
Beach State and Duke) and tallied double-digit digs in 25 of 32 
matches. Her 484 digs ranked eighth in the ACC for the season. 

“Ece has quietly established herself as one of the top liberos 
in the country,” Sagula said. “She is by far one of the top few libe- 
ros in the ACC and has improved herself each year in her overall 
game, confidence and her volleyball knowledge.” 

“She has a very good skill set with her international playing 
experience, and she is a very solid and reliable player who has 
become more versatile each year. She’s great on defense, as she’s 
one of the best serve re- 
ceivers and knows how to 
read teams very well,” Sa- 
gula said. 

Taner and the Tar 
Heels will have to learn 
how to read a few new 
teams this year, as Carolina 
will face fresh competition 
from all three ACC new- 
comers: Syracuse, Pitts- 
burgh and Notre Dame. 
Carolina will actually play 
Notre Dame twice, open- 
ing the season against the 
Irish in a non-conference 
match at MTSU’s Blue 
Raider Bash before hosting 
them later in the season. 

One unique addition to Carolina’s schedule this year is the 
informal ACC-Big Ten Challenge, with ACC rivals North Carolina 
and Duke each hosting Big Ten powerhouses Indiana and Illinois 
on Sept. 20 and 21. 

“We're really excited to bring in two quality Big Ten teams 
on the same weekend to play our two teams and to have the op- 
portunity to promote high-level volleyball,” Sagula said. “We’re 
excited to represent the ACC against these two teams from a con- 
ference that is one of the most highly regarded conferences in 
volleyball.” 

Carolina has just two seniors — Kayla Berringer and Kaitlyn 
Anderson — and graduate student Jovana Bjelica leading a young 
team in 2013. The combination of a tough schedule and young 
squad might worry some coaches, but Sagula is confident in his 
team. 

“With our schedule this year, we’re going to have to be a 
strong team early in the season in order to set ourselves up to win 
the conference championship,” Sagula said. “But we’re bringing 
in a lot of great talent, we’re returning a lot of great talent, and 
we’re confident we can do a lot of exciting things this year on the 
court.”

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WHY TAR HEELS? 

University of North Carolina athletic 
teams are known as the Tar Heels be- 
cause North Carolina is “The Tar Heel 
State.” 

One legend has the nickname being 

applied to the state’s residents as long 
ago as the Revolutionary 
War. According to this Ve 
story, the troops of Brit- A = 
ish General Cornwallis . 
were fording what is now ( 
known as the Tar River be- 
tween Rocky Mount and 
Battleboro when they dis- F) 
covered that tar had been qe j 
dumped into the stream id 
to impede their crossing. 
When they finally got across the river 
they found their feet completely black 
with tar. Their observation that anyone 
who waded North Carolina rivers would 
acquire tar heels led to the nickname 
first being used. 

Others say the nickname was acquired 
during the Civil War. During one of that 
war’s fiercest battles a column support- 
ing North Carolina troops was driven 
from the field. After the battle, the 
North Carolinians who had successfully 
fought it out alone, happened to meet 
the regiment which had fled to safety 
and were greeted with the question, 
“Any more tar down in the Old North 
State, boys?” 

“No, not a bit,” shot back one of 
the North Carolina soldiers. “Old Jeff's 
bought it all up,” he went on, referring 
to Jefferson Davis, President of the Con- 
federacy. 

“Is that so? What’s he going to do 
with it?” 

“He’s going to put it on you’ns heels to 
make you stick better in the next fight.” 

Upon hearing of the incident, Robert 
E. Lee smiled and said to a fellow officer, 
“God bless the Tar Heel boys.” 

A letter found in 1991 by State Ar- 
chivist David Olson lends credence to 
another more direct theory. A letter 
from Maj. Joseph Engelhard describes a 
fight involving men from North Carolina 
in’ which Lee was heard to have said, 
“There they stand as if they have tar on 
their heels.” 

The letter, dated August 24, 1864, told 
the tale of a battle on the outskirts of 


Petersburg, Va. Engelhard was elected 
secretary of state for North Carolina in 
1876. 

RAM MASCOT 

Since Carolina’s nickname is Tar Heels, 
it might seem strange to have aramasa 
mascot. It is. But, there is a good expla- 
nation. It’s offered by Vic Huggins, Caro- 
lina’s head cheerleader back in 1924. 

“In 1924 school spirit was at a peak,” 
Huggins once explained. “But something 
seemed to be missing. One day it hit me. 
Georgia had a bulldog for a mascot and 
State a wolf. What Carolina needed was 
a symbol.” 

Two years earlier the Tar Heels had 
posted a brilliant 9-1 record. The star of 
that 1922 team was a bruising fullback 
named Jack Merritt. Merritt was nick- 
named “the battering ram” for the way 
he plunged into lines. It seemed natural 
to Huggins to link a mascot with Mer- 
ritt’s nickname. 

“Charlie Woollen, the athletic busi- 
ness manager at that time, agreed with 
the idea and gave us $25 to purchase a 
fitting mascot,” said Huggins. 

Rameses the First was shipped in 
from Texas, arriving just in time to be 
introduced at a pep rally before the VMI 
game. Complete with a monogram blan- 
ket on his back, Rameses helped make 
the pep rally one of the school’s great- 
est. 

Then the ram was taken to Emerson 
Field where Carolina was an underdog to 
a strong VMI team. But, for three quar- 
ters the Tar Heels battled the visitors to 


: ia, 
a scoreless tie. 

Late in the fourth period Carolina’s 
Bunn Hackney was called upon to at- 
tempt a field goal. Before taking the 
field he stopped to rub Rameses’ head 
for good luck. 

Seconds later Hackney’s 30-yard 
dropkick sailed between the goalposts, 
giving the Tar Heels a 3-0 victory and a 
legendary mascot. 

SCHOOL COLORS 

The adoption of light blue and white 
as UNC’s colors dates back to the 19th 
Century. When the University reopened 
following the Civil War, most social activ- 
ities were directed by two literary societ- 
ies, the Dialectic and Philanthropic. The 
official color of the Di was light blue and 
that of the Phi white. 

On public occasions the student offi- 
cers, marshals and ball managers were 
chosen equally from the membership 
of the two societies. It had long been 
the custom of each society for its mem- 
bers to wear its color on such occasions. 
However, the chief marshal and chief 
ball manager, one from the Di and the 
other from the Phi, wore combination 
light blue and white regalias and ro- 
settes signifying that they represented 
the whole student body. 

So it seemed only natural for the 
fans to adorn themselves with the same 
combination as that used by the chief 
marshals and ball managers, colors that 
represented not membership in a soci- 
ety, but a University student body.
